Such a course, he told cheering 
students, w'ould entail withdraw­ 
ing from the conference—and turn­ 
ing independent—or certain sus­ 
pension for violating the bowl ban 
adopted last December. And he 
added: 
‘‘The 
only 
honorable 
course 
would be to withdraw from the 
conference." 
Ile Is Willing 
As for himself, he said, "I would 
be perfectly willing to go." but 
pointed out he couldn't authorize 
i trip unless all concerned agreed 
to face conference disciplinary ac­ 
tion, or other consequences. 
"Neither Bud nor I think It 
would be sm art to violate 
the 
rules," he declared. 
The development came only a 
week after faculty representatives, 
meeting in Kansas City, refused 
to make an exception to the con­ 
ference restriction on any postsea­ 
son athletic activity. 
It also brought to the surface 
long - smouldering discontent, re­ 
ferred to by Dr. Cross cryptically 
last night when he said, "We’re 
in the doghouse with the Big Seven 
for many rea-ons."
